HOUSEKEEPING HELPS. 


A cloth moistened with alcohol will 
clean piano keys 

Clean linoleum with warm water 
and polish it with milk, 

No soap on window panes! Rub 
them with either alcobol or ammonia

Decorated china plates should be 
put away with round pieces of canton 
flannel between them. 

Apply the white of an egg with a 
camel's bair brush to fly specks on 
gilt frames and they will disappear. 

Soft soap made from half a pound 
of shaved down hard soap and two 
quarts of water will save the soap bill 
at cleaning time, 

Cdver plaster of paris figures with a 
thick coating of starch and water, let 
it dry on the surface and the dirt will 
brush off with the dry powder. 

To clean old glass pour strong am- 
monia on it, scrub well with a brush 
and rinse in clean water. Dry and 
polish, and it will then appear as new, 

If your cook persists In washing the 
dishes in the pantry while the family

To keep sponges white and_ soft 
wash them in warm water to which a 
little tartaric acid has been added 
(quarter of a teaspoonful to half a 
gallon of water), then rinse thoroughly 
in plenty of cold water.

TRACING POISON. 


The Power of Analysis of the Modern 
Chemist. 


The ancients had no knowledge of 
ptomaines, and evidence points to 
the fact that most of their renown as 
poisoners was achieved by the sim- 
plest means. We know that powder- 
ed glass was used with dire effect. 
Arsenic undoubtedly was a prime 
favorite with wicked Italian and 
French court ladies. It should be 
remembered that until the second 
quarter of the nineteenth century 
arsenic could not be identified with 
certainty in the body of one who died 
from it. Now it is the most easily 
recognized of all poisons. 

Taffania, the notorious Italian fe. 
male poisoner, used arsenic. She 
gained large sums of money by the 
sale of mysterious preparations which 
were merely solutions of arsenic acid. 
These were sold in small vials bear- 
ing the image of a saint. 

To detect the presence of poison an 
analytical chemist may spend many 
days with test tube, watch glass, re- 
agent and microscope. Even if death 
has been caused by a poison whose 
mere smel] has been fatal, truth will 
out, and there is more than one pol- 
son of this subtle kind. For instance, 


oil of almonds—which is used for 
making toilet soaps and also for 
increasing the scent of lavender—if 


inhaled sufficiently causes death by 
nitrobenzole poisoning 

But the cause can be unerringly 
ascertained in a postmortem examin- 
ation. And less certain of detection 
are poisons injected by hypodermic 
syringe 

Extraordinary is the power of an- 
alysis that modern science has placed 
in the hands of the chemist, and few 
subjects are more interesting than 
the processes he employs. In_ the 
silence and secrecy of the labora- 
tory many a dramatic experiment is 
worked out 

Take Marsh’s famous test. Hydro- 
gen is generated in a flask and the 
suspected liquid poured in. If ar- 
senie be there the hydrogen seizes on 


it and forms a gas that will burn. 
Now watch the analyst as he holds 
a clean porcelain dish against the 
flame for a moment. If a brown spot 


appears in the middle, that is poison, 
arsenic or autimony; if close to the 
flame and on both sides of it—a 
notched spot—it is antimony; if de- 
posited at a little distance from the 
flame it is arsenic 

Again, chloride of lime dissolves 
the stain of arsenic, but not that cf 
antimony. On the other hand, pro- 


tochloride of tin dissolves the anti- 
inony, but not the arsenic. Mistake 
is impossible. And there are scores 
of similarly unfailing, precise ex- 
periments 


Hadn't Seen One Before. 

Many, many, many years ago Lot 
Lee was a telegraph operator in the 
old Union station office, says The In- 
dianapolis News. Lee was a hot oper- 
ator and had the reputation of get- 
ting messages off in quick time. 

One night a woman came in with 
a rush message for Connersville, Ind. 
She wrote it out and handed it to 
Lee. The latter checked it up, re- 
ceived the money, called Conners- 
ville, sent the message and placed 
it in a drawer with the ‘“‘sent’’ busi- 
ness. 

The woman hung around, eyed Lee 
as if she thought he was shirking his 
duty, not suspecting that her message 
had gone, and finally said: 

“Would you mind looking in the 
drawer there to see if the message 
has gone. It’s very important.”

First Firearms. 

The fnvention of gunpowder ia 
generally attributed to Berthaldus or 
Michael Schwartz, a Cordelier monk 
of Goslav, in Germany, about 1320. 
It is absolutely impossible for any- 
body to say just when the very first 
firearm was made, but almost im- 
mediately after the invention of gm 
powder men began to experimen 
with it as a war agent, and we knos 
that within twenty years from the 
time of the great discovery firearms 
were to some extent in use. They 
seem to have originated in Italy. A 
high authority says: “July and 
August, 1346, may be safely assumed 
to be the time when gunpowder was 
first brought to bear on the military 
operations of the English nation.” 

The Mistletoe. 

The mistletoe, which the Druids 
are said to have cut from oak trees 
with bill hooks of gold, for the plant 
was a sacred object in their religious 
ceremonies, is seldom found on oaks 
at the present day, although it 
abounds on many other trees, to 
which its presence is always even- 
tually fatal. Such at least is the 
state of affairs in France in the re- 
gions, such Touraine, that were 
once the special home of the Druids. 
Nearly 200 tons of mistletoe are an- 
nually exported from France to Eng- 
land, principally for use at weddings.

The tendency of modern times is 
to progress, and to do so ranidly. 
igul Lo ata 
quickly, and thereby 
backwards instead of forwards is a 
greater blunder tha. not to arrive at 
the couclusion until too late, when, 
although the step forward has not 
been taken, the retarding step has 
been avoided. ‘* Festina lente” isa 
very old, but not an obsolete saying, 
and one which might peihnps be 
well considered by those who are 
advocating a Canadian navy. 

A tradesman starting business in 
a small way will frst put up a smail 
store to begin with, and then, when 
he sees his business increasing, and 
more money conning in, he will en- 
large his premises. In the same 
way Canada would be wise to wait 
until the country is properly settled, 
and her revenue ascertained before 
she loads the taxpayers with the ex- 
pense which couid be well pnt off 
until the burden came on the shoul- 
ders of a larger community. Ifa 
navy is to be built it must be ade- 
quate for the protection of the shores 
ot the Dominion, It is no good 
doing the thing by halves, and in 
this case, to go the whole hog will 
be an expensive matter. 

But how is Canada’s navy to be 
manned? With the present demand 
for labor of all classes all over the 
Dominion, and the high wages ob- 
tainable, the Government will have 
to offer something very tempting to 
get men of the rightstamp. And 
officers ? Are they to be drawn 
from the Old Country ? From those 
who have been spending years on 
ind to whom the British

ployment? These officers may have 
been excellent men in every respect 
belore they were put on the shel! ; 
but it is scarcely reasonable to sup- 
pose that during several years of re- 
tirement they have kept pace with 
modern times, and are able and 
competent enough to be put in 
charge of a newer man-of-war. 

If a thing is worth doing it is 
worth doing well, and the best way 
to set about it is to start at the be- 
ginning. Let Canada establish her 
own training ships, and educational 
colleges for officers and men; and 
then when a navy blossoms forth 
let it be an adequate and efficient 
navy. Meanwhile let those who 
are at the head of affairs devote 
themselves to teaching their recruits 
the meaning of the mayic word dis- 
cipline.

Elevator Construction. 
An evidence of marked progress 
and possibilities of Alberta comes 
in announcement that during past 
year grain interests expended over 
$1,000,000 in erecrion or 119 new 
elevators throughout the province. 
These elevators provide 56 new 
towns with storage facilities; the 
total grain storage added during 
1909 being 3,958,000 bushels, This 
province now has 245 elevators with 
a capacity of 8,050,400 or practically 
the same capacity as the entire north 
west territories had in the season 


1904—5. 


Progress of Irrigation 
Ditches. 


The 1909 report issued by Mr. A. 
S. Dawson, Assistant Chief engineer 
in charge of the extension of the 
Canadian Pacific's Bow Valley irri- 
gation system shows that the total 
earthwork to date is pratically nine 
million cubic yards. During 1909 
over 2,000,000 feet of timber were 
placed in the structures which make 


a total of 6,780,855 feet of timber 
used to date. During the past year 
the ‘naximum monthly force employ- 
ed on contract work was 450 men 
and yoo teams while the engineer- 
ing, operating and maintenance 
work required a maximun monthly 
force of 3ec0 men and 60 teams. In 
order to facilitate the development 
tnat will take place next year, six 
new operating headqnarters have 
been erected and the company’s 
telephone system has been extended 
until 144 miles of company line are 
now in operation, The construction 
of the irrigation system to serve 
the eastera section of the block will 
be commenced in 1g10 and will in- 
clude main and secondary canals 
and distributing ditches for the irri- 
gation of 500,000 acres in the east- 
ern section, 

This will create a heavy demand 
for labor and when it is considered 
thit a very marked extension to 
present railroad facilities will, next 
year, take place, it will be realized 
that their will be work for all and at 
exceptionally lucrative wages.
